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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-66 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: 

In regards to Independent Claims 1, 11, 16, 17, 22, 26, 27, 31, 41, 46 and 54, the 
prior art of record does not directly disclose of a method or a device that effectively 
detects simultaneous transitions of a plurality of adjacent signals, and delays switching 
of the signals for a time period based on the simultaneous transitioning of the signals , 
nor would it have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to do so. Therefore 
Claims 2-10, 12-15, 18-21, 23-25, 28-30, 32-40, 42-45, 47-53 and 55-66 are also 
allowed as being dependent on the allowable independent claims above.
